POWERS OF THE ASSEMBLY. 


Section thirteen of the act is repeal-

(2) The establishment and tenure of 
territorial offices, and the appointment 
and payment of territorial officers out 
of territorial revenues. 

(3) The establishwent, maintenance 
and management of prisons in and for 
the Territories, the expense thereof be- 
ing pavable out of terricorial revenue ; 

(4) Municipal institutions in the 
Territories, subject to any legislation 
of the parliament of Canada heretofore 
or hereafter enacted ;

abundant harvest has again turned the 
attention of the farmers to the matter, 
and this time it appears as if it would 
be successfully carried through. Stock | 
books have been opened and already 
more than one-half ot the required 
stock has been subscribed. It is pro | 
posed to capitalize the Company at $10,- | 
000, divided into shares of $10 each, 
and to erect a mill costing about $7000. | 
The want of a flour mill at this place 
has been keenly felt by the settlers, 
and its erection and successful opera- 


tion would be a great boon to the dis- , 
trict. Agriculture is the staple indus- 

try of the Moose Jaw district,and any- | 
thing that will advance the interests of

BUFFALO LAKE. 

The grain in this district is all 
headed out and the prospects for a 
very large yield were never better. 

A step in the right direction is being 
taken by a number of settlers in 
this district, in ploughing fireguards 
taking in about four miles square. Six 
furrows were ploughed on each side of 
the road allowance, the grass on which 
will be burned off as soon as practi- 
cable. The farmers who are interest- 
ed in the work are Messrs. II.

Perman- 
ent improvements were required in the 
town, and it was not fair that the peo- 
ple who are here now should be com- 
pelled to pay for them by direct tax- 
ation, for the benefit of those who 
would come after As for the Chemieal 
engine, he did not believe it was any 
use but he did not see any way out of 
the difficulty, except by accepting it 
and paying for it. 

Mr. T. B. Baker said that it was a 
fine thing to be able to say that our 
town is free from debt, but that when 
it was brought home to the ratepayers 
by a 30 mills rate, it was not a matter 
of sentiment, but ene of business. The 
amount required for school purposes 
was large, but as a member of the 
Scheol Board he would say that they 
had figured the amount required, as 
closely as possible, without impairing 
the efficiency of the sehool. He would 
like to see an effort made to get some ar- 
rangement with the Engine company 
which would be inutually satisfactory, 
and the payments spread over aterm of 
years. If such an arrangement could 
not be made, he would Le in favor o 
raising a certain amount by tho issne 
of debentures. He thought the Coun- 
cilshould have presented n clearer 
statement of their assets and liabilities 
so that the ratepayers could have dis- 
cussed the financial situation more in- 
telligently. 

Mr. G. M. Annable also spoke in 
favor of the issue of debentures. He 
thought that in town affairs, economy 
could be carried too far. He believed 
that a Chemical engine was the best 
fire protection tor the town at the pres- 
ent time and if the engine came up to 
the contract, it would, he thought be of 
zood service to the town.

It paid 
sometimes to incur debt, and the future 
citizens of Moose Jaw should bear a 
share of it.
